REVEREND BRETHREN, 


H AvinG obſerved that many of thoſe who are Candidates for 
Holy Orders, or who are appointed to Benefices, Curacies, Schools, &c. 
are at a Loſs how to proceed in ſuch Cafes, and know not what Papers and 
Inſtruments are neceflary ; or in what Form they ſhould be drawn up; it may 
be uſeful,” and ſave you much Trouble and Inconvenience, if I give you a few 
Directions concerning ſuch Matters.

Directions with reſpect to Orders. 
The Papers which the Candidate muſt ſend to the Biſhop are, 


1. A SIGNIFICATION of his Name and Place of Abode,. with that of the

neareſt Poſt Town, and his Intention of offering himſelf for the Holy 


Order of Deacon or Prieſt. | 
2. A Letter Teſtimonial of his good Life and Behaviour for the Three laſt 
Years, according to the Form here ſubjoined. 

A Certificate of his Age from the Regiſter Book under the Hands of the 
Miniſter and Churchwardens of the Pariſh where he was born. | 
The Title upon which he is to be ordained, according to the Form here 

ſubjoined. 


his Reaſons for wanting a Curate. 

A Certificate of Publication having been made in the Church of the Pariſh 
where he reſides, of his Intention to offer himſelf for Holy Orders, ac- 
cording to the Form here ſubjoined. 

7. If the Candidate comes for Prieſt's Orders, he muſt (beſides ſending all 
the foregoing Papers) bring with him, and exhibir to the Biſhop his 
Letters of Deacon's Orders. 

N. B. If the Candidate remain on the Curacy which was his Title for Deacon's 

Orders, a Letter from his Rector or Vicar, atteſting this, will be a ſuf- 

ficient Title. But if, ſince he was ordained Deacon, he has removed to 

another Cure, a freſh Title in the uſual Form is neceſſary.

Theſe are the Inſtruments neceſſary for Orders, and they muſt be ſent to 
the Biſhop at leaſt one Month before the Day of Ordination“. It the Papers 
are not ſent in time, it may be too late to correct any Miſtakes which may 
be in them, and fo the Candidate may be diſappointed of his Ordination. 


As I have obſerved with much Concern that too many come ill prepared. 


for Examination, I will ſpecify a few cheap and common Books, which I ex- 
pect every One to have read and digeſted well before he offers himſelf to me 
for Orders.

* The Covers in which the Candidate's Papers are incloſed muſt not exceed two Ounces Weight. / 
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All theſe are Books which may be very eaſily both obtained and underſtood. 
Every One will be able either to buy or borrow them. I mention them not 
as cohtaining all the preparatory Knowledge that is requiſite, but the very 
lo wet Degree of it that can be admitted, even in thoſe who have never been 
at any Univerſity. They who have Leiſure, Opportunitics and Abilities, and 
have the Advantage of an Academical Education, will not, I truſt, content 
themſelves with theſe very moderate Qualifications. But whoever is deſtitute 
of theſe, cannot, I am ſure, be thought fit to undertake the Inſtruction of 
others in the Doctrines and Duties of revealed Religion; and therefore muſt 
not eſteem himſelf hardly dealt with, if, after this plain and public Notice, 
he be refuſed Ordination. 

The Canons require all Candidates for Deacons Orders to be twenty-three 
Years old; from which Rule I ſhall not depart, except in very particular 
Caſes, of which I muſt be the Judge; but even in theſe I ſhall not ordain 
any younger than twenty-two Years and a Half. 

I earneſtly entreat all the Clergy of my Dioceſe to be very careful and con- 
ſcientious in figning Teſtimonials, and not to conſider them as mere Matters 
of Form; for they are in general the only Means of learning the moral Cha- 
racers of the Perions who bring them; and if Biſhops are miſled in fo mate- 
rial a Point, the Conſequence to Religion muſt be very fatal, and the Guilt 
of thoſe who deceive them very great. 

As fome Perſons have offered themſelves for Curacies who have never been 
ordained, and others with falſe Letters of Orders, I hope none of my Clergy 


will accept a Curate without firſt ſeeing and examining carefully his Letter of 
Orcers. 


Directions for Inftitution. 


Before Infitution. 
T HE Preſentation to be tendered to the Biſhop, and left with him to be 


conſidered. 


The Orders of Deacon and Prieſt to be exhibited to the Biſhop, according 
to the 39th Canon. 

A Teitimonial of the good Life and Behaviour of the Perſon preſented, ac- 
cording to the 39th Canon, and the Form here ſubjoined : And if he come 
out of another Dioceſe, then the Teſtimonial to be counterſigned by the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſe, or Ordinary of the Place from whence he comes. 


After Inſiitution. 


IT is neceſſary for the Perſon inſtituted to compound for his firſt Fruits, 
at the Office of Firſt Fruits; according to Stat. 26 Hen. VIII. C. 3.4 2. 
unleſs it be a Living that is diſcharged, cither as being a Vicarage not exceed- 
ing (10. a Year; or a Parſonage not NY Ten Marks in the King's 
Books, and fo diſcharged by 1 Eliz. C. 4. § 29. or as not exceeding Z 50. per 
Ann. clear Vue, and diſcha reed by Stat. 5 Anne, C. 24. 1. 

To carry the Mandate of induction to the Perſon to whom it is directed; 

and after Induction to receive a Certificate from the Perſon who inducts. 
To read the Common Prayer, and declare Aſſent and Conſent within two 
Months next after actual Poſſeſſion, according to Stat. 13, 14 Car. II. C. 4. 
$ 6. unleſs diſpenſed with by the Ordinary upon fome lawful Impediment; 
and in that Caſe within One Month after the Impediment is removed. 

To make the Declaration in the Church, that he will conform to the Liturgy 
of the Church of England as it is now by Law eſtabliſned; and chen to read 
the Certificate of his having ſubſcribed it before the Biſhop. Theſe to be done 
within three Months after Inſtitution, 

To read the Thirty-Nine Articles, in the Time of Common Prayer, with 
Declaration of his unfeigned Aﬀent thereto, within two Months after Induc- 
tion. Theſe two laſt — may 4 be diſpenſed with in the ſame 
Manner, according to Stat. 23 Geo. II. C. 

Note. It may be convenient to 3 2 Certificate from the Church- 
wardens, or other Inhabitants, of having performed all the fore- mentioned 
Things which are done in the Church ; but there 1s no Law which requires ſuch 
Certificate, nor need it be in any certain Form. 
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To take the Oath of Abjuration within three Months after Inſtitution, either 
in One of the Courts in Weftminfer Hall, or at the General Quarter Seſſions of 
the County, City, ar Place where he ſhall reſide. 


For a Licenſe to a Curacy. 


A NOMINATION from the Incumbent; in which is to be expreſſed the 
Salary propoſed to be allowed for ſerving the Cure. 

The Curate muſt exhibit to the Biſhop his Letters of Orders. 

He muſt bring a Letter Teſtimonial from his College; or if he come not 
immediately from a College, then he muſt bring it from three neighbouring 
beneficed Clergymen where he has reſided, if in the Biſhap's own Dioceſe. 

If he come from another Dioceſe, he muſt bring ſuch Letter Teſtimonial 
counterſigned by the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, or Ordinary of the Place from 
whence he comes. 

If it be a perpetual Curacy, within three Months atter he is licenſed, he 
muſt read in the Church the Declaration appointed by the Act of Uniformay, 
that he will conform to the Liturgy of the Church of England as it is now by 
Law eſtabliſhed; and alſo the Certificate of his having ſubſcribed it before the 
Biſhop according to Stat. 13, 14 Car. II. C. 4. F 11. 


Concerning School-Matters. 


No Perſon ſhall keep a School, or be a School-Maſter, except he ſhall firſt 
be licenſed by the Biſhop or Ordinary, purſuant to 23 Eliz. C. 1. 5 6. 1 Jac. 
C. 4. J 9. and Can. 77; and for that Purpoſe ſhall bring a Nomination or 
Appointment under the Hand and Seal of the Perſon or Perſons having Power 
to appoint; or a Certificate from the Miniſter and Church-Wardens of his 
having been duly elected, and a Letter Teſtimonial of his Life and Behaviour 
purſuant to the 77th Canon; and in the Preſence of the Biſhop or his Com- 
miſſary ſhall ſubſcribe to the firſt and third Articles, and to the two firſt Clautes 
of the ſecond Article which are contained in the 36th Canon, purſuant to 
Canon 77; ſhall make and ſubſcribe the Declaration of Conformity according 
to 13, 14 Car. II. C. 4. and ſhall take Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy 
. to 5 Eliz. C. 1. § 5. and 1 W. and M. Seſſ. 1. C. 8. 

Every School-Maſter ſhall exhibit his Licenſe at Viſitations Can. 136, and 
take the Oath of Abjuration, &c. within three Months after he is licenſed, 
in one of the Courts of Weftminſter-Hall, or at the Quarter-Seſſions of the 
County, City, or Place where he ſhall reſide, according to 1 Geo. I. Stat. 2.
